The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5,7- 

I I, 13,16-26 & 30 are allowable. Concerning claims 1-5,8-1 1 there is no prior art that teach or 
suggest the method of sequencing using a full width array scanner capable of scanning entire 
width of separation apparatus simultaneously. Concerning claims 7,13,16-19,21-24,25,26 there is 
no prior art that teach or suggest the amorphous silicon two-dimensional image sensor array. 
Concerning claim 20 & 30 there is no prior art that teach or suggest laser attached to the rear of 
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the detecting means for illuminating the DNA fragments. The closest prior art is Nasu et al 
(US5,246>866) who teach a DNA sequencing apparatus but do not teach or suggest scanning 
width simultaneously or amorphous silicon 2 dimensional image sensor or laser attached to rear 
of detecting means.
